T hree Fort W orth Judges M ake 
Interesting Ruling. 
Fort Worth, .In! 
J S.— According to 
decision rendered 
Judges Dunklin, 
Sm ith and 
Simmons, 
sitting as tri­ 
partite court, ii. E. Mills, on trial in 
habeas 
corpus 
proceedings 
charged 
with running a poolroom in violation 
of the stat-1 antig am b lin g laws, was 
discharged in one felony ease and re ­ 
manded for trial in three misdemeanor 
cases. 
T he case was decided on a 
point of law which had not hitherto 
been raised in connection with cases 
of this character. 
Judge Dunklin, a? 
the spokesman of the court, made ne 
mention of defendant’s contention that 
the wagers were consummated out of 
the state. 
Ile stated that in the opin­ 
ion of the court defendant had violat 
od the law prohibiting “bookm aking” 
by receiving and posting odds made by 
bookmakers at the track where the 
races are run 
An exhaustive search 
had been made by attorneys for de 
cisions bearing on this point, but none 
could he found, and it is thought that 
this is the first time that this feature 
of the case has been considered by 
any court. 
The felony case against Mills was 
brought under what is known as the 
Dean law, the recent sweeping en a ct­ 
ment against all forms of gambling. 
The court ruled that this statute is a 
general one, while a specific law ex­ 
ists on the m atter of betting on horse 
races. 
T he court’s decision will not be con 
tented by the poolroom interests. 
It 
was announced after decision was ren 
deled that pleas of guilty would be 
entered in pending cases and no effort 
made to resume business.
